The Chinese, screaming “kill 
kill", first swarmed to the crest 
in 200-maon strength ot 1 a.m. 

They 
came stroight up laughing and 
giggling and swinging shovels 
and throwing grenades like con- 
fottl, United Press correspon- 
dent Fred Painton§ reported 
from the. front, 

Half an hour after the first 
attack was repulsed, the Reds 
came back with o full battalion 
scrambling up the hill through 
a deadly mixture of their own 
artillery, Allied artillery and 
streams of bullats from machine- 
guns and rifles, ;
